With the closing of the steel- 
head season, we can take time out 
and check the records. Coastal 
streams north of L. A. received 
the brunt of the fishing and the 
.results were very poor. 

+ Streams, here in the South, just 
weren’t there this year. San Juan 
ereek usually offers some fairly 
good water for steelhead, but be- 
cause of the lack of rain the creek 
never did break through. Steel- 
head were in the surf, waiting for 
the run to start and a few were 
taken., But that is about all there 
was to the steelhead runs here. 

-. Seuttlebutt has it that the FGC 
is trying to declare an all-year 
season on steelhead ffishing in 
saltwater. Hopes are that the 
FGC will, if we get some good 
rains this month, open the fresh 
water steelhead season again. As 
far as the declaring of the all- 
year season, nothing definite has 
been decided on as yet. 

Here is a little info that will 
interest all the local beach rats. 
Abalone season opens March 16, 
with good tides reported starting 
the 18th and continuing through 
the 24th. 

In case you powder and shot 
boys are getting a little rusty, 
why not take a crack at the many 
bobcats in the surroundisg coun- 
tryside. If you know where you 
can acquire some good trail dogs, 
take them along. Otherwise your 
chances of running any cats out 
aré pretty slim. 

-* Because of the extreme drouth 
this. year and the high tempera- 
ture and low humidity, the State 
Forestry has asked the FGC to 
close the month of September to 
déer hunting. If this request is 
granted it might possibly mean 
that the Sierra area will have the 
same season as the coastal area.

George E. Andrus 
Leads Classes 
In Psychology 


“My life centers around my 
family.”’ Add these words to the 
hobbies of fishing, hunting, and 
horseback riding, and you have a 
thumbnail sketch of George E. 
Andrus, instructor in psychology 
and philosophy. Dividing his time 
between his eight children, his 
farming, and his work at Santa 
Ana college, Mr. Andrus is one of 
the busiest men on the campus. 

He was graduated from Willa- 
mette University in Oregon after 
majoring in social sciences, and 
later received his masters degree 
from USC. Until poor health 
forced him to give up teaching, he 
instructed at two private schools 
and was associated with the Pasa- 
dena city school system. 

Leaving California in 1931, he 
spent two years in Tennessee and 
Arkansas doing religious work 


and studying the environment in 
which the backwoods people of 
the South live. To accomplish 
this purpose, he built a log cabin 
in Tennessee and became closely 
related to their type of life. 

On leaving the South, he was 
engaged in saleswork and farm- 
ing until the outbreak of the war. 
At this time he became an _ in- 
structor in the Air Corps’ cadet 
training program. In 1945 Mr. 
Andrus was put in charge of the 
hospital rehabilitation program at 
the Santa Ana air base. This 
work led to his present interest in 
psychology, which he has been 
teaching here since March, 1946. 

Religion is one of his prime in- 
terests and through this he has 
come to greatly enjoy the spiritu- 
als and folksongs of the South. 
Mr. Andrus admits, however, that 
he also enjoys cowboy music if it 
is played in the style for which it 
was originally intended. This in- 
terest is reflected in trumpet play- 
ing, which is another of his many 
widespread accomplishments.
